Request for Information

The Board of Fire Commissioners of Fire District #4, Bridgewater Township New Jersey has
authorized, with voter approval, the formation of a committee to begin the process of creating a
specification to replace a 1990 Heavy Duty Rescue Truck. The committee consists of members
of the Finderne Fire Department and a liaison from the Board of Fire Commissioners. The Fire
District is a complex mix of residential, industrial and commercial usages, along with major
highway and rail systems consisting of both freight and passenger lines.

This document is a Request for Information, to be referred to as an RFI, from vendors
interested in this project. This document will describe the scope of the project along with
objectives that we hope to accomplish. Based on information supplied the objective is for
interested vendors to supply custom specifications and examples of apparatus already built that
may fit the scope of the project. These examples should include written specifications, CAD
drawings and price points.

The committee will provide a complete inventory of equipment already carried by the present
apparatus known from this point as R30. The equipment inventory will be reviewed during the
project for upgrade or replacement purposes. Bids will include equipment purchase.

These additional items will be addressed as part of the project.

* The Hurst hydraulic extrication equipment on the truck does not meet the industry
standard of today dealing with Boron steel construction. All of the equipment is 5,000
PSI and will be upgraded to a 10,000 PSI systems.

* The torch system will be supplemented with a slice pak system for easy of operation.

* A portable foam system will be discussed to assist with the mission of the truck and
potential manpower shortages that everyone is facing today.

* The present apparatus is deficient with stabilization struts and cribbing. The interstate
highway and rail systems in the District make it necessary to upgrade in these areas for
the proper operation and success of our objectives.

R30 has served the Fire District for the past 30 years. R30ison a single rear axle. The overall
length of the truck is 37" 1", a wheelbase of 242.5", a height of 10" 7.25" with a loaded weight of
approximately 37,000 pounds. The apparatus is powered by a Detroit 8V 92 TA diesel motor
with the appropriate transmission and rear. This drive train seems to be adequate for the area
we traverse. The apparatus as it sits today has met all the objectives the department had set for
it.



R30 serves many different functions for the department. Its primary functions are vehicle
extrication, industrial accident response, unlimited air supply and the manufacturing of Grade E
air from a 17 CFM Bauer compressor system with an Eagle Air purification system. This air
system will be an integral part of the replacement truck with no exceptions including the
addition of a Sierra Booster Pump. Another primary mission of R30 is Rapid Intervention Crew
(RIC) response. The Finderne Fire Department is one of the few departments in the area that
train extensively in this mission. The new apparatus must seat 10 members. R30 has many
secondary and support missions for the Fire District and surrounding towns. These responses
include but are not limited to, trench rescue, high angle rescue, water rescue, ice rescue, urban
search and rescue and hazardous material incidents.

Vendors interested in this project will also need to supply a customer list of recent deliveries
of this type of apparatus in the area. A history of your company and the history of the company
who will be building the apparatus. It is highly recommended that the apparatus be single
source for warranty and craftmanship concerns. Service after the sale is more important that
the actual purchase itself. It is requested you supply details of your service facility and mobile
service is a must. Information concerning out of service repairs is mandatory to include after
hours and weekends.

Subject: Executive Order 107/COVID 19 Department Protocol

Unfortunately, due to the circumstances surrounding the issues that we are facing, we must take certain
precautions to abide by Executive Order 107, issued by Governor Phil Murphy that went into effect on
Saturday March 21, 2020 at 9:00 P.M. The number one priority is the well-being of each and every
member and their families, with no exceptions. This order allows for the continuing operation of the
fire department as an essential service. However, as Fire Chief | must take certain measures to ensure
that you, our most valuable asset, remains healthy for your families. Below are the procedures that will
be set while under this declaration. | understand that not everyone will be happy about what is being
instituted, but from my understanding violations while under this executive order could be construed as
act of disorderly conduct.

Members Response to Calls: A feature is available on [ am Responding which allows members to show
their availability to answer calls. It would be extremely helpful that during this time it is used. The
feature allows a time parameter of availability. It will allow responding officers the ability to determine
a proper response and to release members more expeditiously if not needed, therefore minimizing any
potential exposure. | ask your cooperation in attempting to utilize the feature for everyone’s benefit.

As always it is imperative that upon dispatch you utilize the standard, | Am Responding feature so that
Chiefs know to respond directly to the scene or to the firehouse. Lastly, if any firefighter or member of
their family experience any flu like symptoms, please stay home. Also, if you are experiencing any
symptoms for you or your family advise me immediately. | will do whatever | can to make sure you have
what you need for your family while recovering.

Apparatus Response to Alarms: Engine 303 will bé thé primary unit €6 all fire ¢alls excépt for confirmed
structure fire calls. The engine will respond with a minimum crew of four firefighters to comply with the
2in 2 out provision. This engine was chosen as the cab is the closet to a clean cab concept we have for
ease of decontamination. Decontaminate this engine along with any other responding apparatus
immediately after returning to the firehouse. The highest-ranking officer in service will determine what
other apparatus will respond, depending on the situation. Additional members responding should stage
at the firehouse and await instructions, keeping social distancing in mind.

Apparatus Checks: Throughout this time period the fire apparatus must be kept in a serviceable
condition. | ask the head drivers and their assistants to work with the company officer designated to
their truck to work out a weekly schedule. The most important objective are the air packs, radios and
the main mission of the apparatus you are checking. After these have been checked go over the truck to
make sure all the equipment is accounted for.

The below will be the chain of command for task:
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Tower & Rescue: Deputy Chief Thomas Marshall
Engines: Assistant Chief Keith Binkley

Tower 30: Captain Christian Fernandez

Rescue 30: Captain Alex Gillespie

Engine 301: Lt. Jerold Soloman

Engine 302: Chief Engineer Dave Bereheiko
Engine 303: Lt. Kevin Bereheiko.

All work details, drills, training or miscellaneous activities are cancelled until further notice. Itis
understood that for sanitary reasons some cleanups will have to be accomplished as we are still using
certain facilities during fire calls. Members on the cleanup calendar are asked to complete these tasks.
If a member is assigned a task and is uncomfortable with it, please contact the Chief or President. Again,
this is for basic, minimum cleaning for hygiene purposes. The gym and lounge are closed and are not to
be used or congregated in. No exceptions until President Spolarich feels it to be appropriate and the
Executive Order has been amended. Executive and Line Officers should only be in the firehouse to
conduct business that is absolutely necessary for the aperation of the fire department. Bottom line no
one should be in the building except for answering fire calls or conducting department business to keep
the department operating.

Due to work schedules being adjusted through this pandemic, response to fire calls may become large.
We want to be cognizant of this as we again want to maintain sacial distancing while in the building.
Using | am Responding may help with this issue as voluntary duty crews could be established with the
information available on the program. If a duty crew is established that would be a response from home
not in the firehouse. Its only going to take one infected person to potentially wipe out the entire
department. We are more likely to get contaminated by one of our own than by someone on a call.

In closing | want to thank each and every member and your families for your cooperation as we go
through this pandemic. This too shall pass but until then it is my responsibility to do the best | can to
keep you safe.

Has anyone in the résidéence beén in CONTact with anyené Who was experiencing flu liké
symptoms?

Has anyone in the residence traveled outside the country since February?

Has anyone in the residence been in contact with anyone who traveled outside the country

since February?

If the answer to all these questions are NO, then proceed to conduct your investigation as normal while
lirviiting the number of firefighiters ertering the residerice as possible.

If the answer to any of these questions is YES, follow the below procedure:

Don (2) pair of medical gloves

(2) firefighters will don full PPE including face piece and SCOTT Model 74 Twin Cartridge
Respirator.

Both firefighters will conduct their investigation as quickly as possible, limiting the surfaces that
are touched.

Upon exiting, the firefighter will remove the first pair of medical gloves and discard them. While
still wearing the second pair, the firefighter will remove all PPE and place in a plastic bag. The
firefighter will then remove the second pair of medical gloves and discard them.

Once returned to the firehouse, the firefighters gear and SCBA will be immediately washed and
disinfected.

Alt members are to wash their hands with scap and water upon returning to the station.

CHIEF ENGINEERS REPORT

The Board has received the operations order and the executive order regarding department protocol dated
March 22, 2020 regarding the COVID 19 pandemic. As of this meeting | have not been informed of any
members coming down with the virus. | am mandated weekly to report to the Division of Fire Safety on the
status of the department. Due to these restriction’s apparatus maintenance has been based on equipment
checks for serviceability. | would like to monitor the statistics for this month before moving forward on
opening-up work details, even though the governor has increased the number of people that can gather. |
have forwarded to the board a proposal for having the apparatus professionally detailed. | know that in years
past that this has been approved. As | stated in my email concerning this topic, | believe each piece should be
done each year. With our call volume increasing this will ease the burden on protecting the districts
investments.

| want to make the Board aware the Bridgewater Township Bureau of Fire Prevention is down to one fire
inspector. My understanding that one full time inspector and one part time inspector was terminated along
with a part time employee that was doing fire alarm inspections for home resale. Fire Official Carl Mc Aleer
was placed on administrative leave but has since been reassigned to doing fire sub code official duties. The
township never formally notified this board or me about this situation, which is unacceptable. Unfortunately,
this is an ongoing situation with this department in the township as it is never funded nor staffed properly for
the size of Bridgewater.

Speed Way where we purchase our diesel fuel will be out of service for approximately two months while they
undergo a fuel tank replacement program. Guidance on this topic is requested.

All training is being conducted virtually by Deputy Chief Marshall. Jerold Solomon and Brian Pinto are
completing their Fire Officer | class virtually also.

The KNOX Boxes have been installed in all the apparatus and are functioning properly.

All apparatus has completed their annual pump tests, hose tests and ground ladder testing. We are awaiting
final reports from Technical Fire Services and no out of service issues were indicated. Tower 30 is pending its
annual aerial testing and | am awaiting a date for completion. The hose failures were mostly 2 % handline
sections. An assessment will be made if replacement is necessary. Jerold Solomon and Steve Neiderle
conducted maintenance on the trucks while the hose was off. Their compensation for them was approved by
Chairman Kurdyla.

Annual extrication equipment service, fire extinguisher service and certification and air pack flow test
certification are in the process of being scheduled.

Five gas detectors have had their semi-annual calibration completed.
A donation of hand sanitizer was received today from Bausch located on Somerset Corporate Boulevard.

A grant was awarded to the department in the amount of $1,400.00 from New Jersey American Water. This
money will be utilized to purchase a battery-operated circular saw for Rescue 30 to be utilized in enclosed
areas.

| request permission to finish the nozzle standardization project for Engine’s 301/303 and Tower 30. This
project was initiated with the Engine 302 refurbishment. This enables all pump operators to flow the same
pressures and gallons per minute on any piece of equipment in the building thus simplifying and making safe
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hose advancement. Completing this project will also allow me to focus on the Rescue 30 replacement
project.
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
